THE WILDJtfUSTANa. 


<N SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA HE WAS 


ONCE A TERRIBLE PEST. 


Settlers Were Compelled to Til Ico Active 


M«as,mes Fur Sulf Protection--Kxcltmi, 
Drives and OtiBperate Buttles -Haw llio 
Corral "Was Ma<lo. 
The sotitliorn portion of the t;reat San 


Joaquin volley was overrun m ilio eaily 
days by a species of wild hoisu known 
as tho mustang, or Mexican wild horso. 
They wero to be seen m droves, not in- 
frequently nnuiboring seveia'i hundred 
each. They wei o too small, " weedy 
and generally woithless for the must 
part to be of any value to tlie settlers. 
On the contrary, they existed in such 
numbers as to constitute an annoyance 
and Injuiyto the settlers engaged in 
agriculture. 
In n single uight a band 


of wild horses would sweep down upon 
the cultivated fields and hteially destroy 
tho crops which it hud taken months of 
hard labor to produce. The pioneers 
had ample cause to wage war upon these 
animals. They were undoubtedly a pest 
aad source of danger lunch to bs dread- 
ed. Moreover, wheuerei a band ot wild 
hoiscs came down into tho fiettleinents, 
they wotild hue away with them tho 
domestic horses, leaving the settlers 
helpless. 


These depredations were so frequent 


that, as a matter of self piotection, the 
pioneer farmers and stockmen of these 
valleys were compelled to take active 
measures. They would inanimate large 
hunting parties, or "Olives," HI older 
the better and more effectually to exter- 
minate these animals. 


• The early methods used in this coun- 
try In hunting the wild hoise were po- 
ctiliar. 
When a hunt bad been deter- 


mined upon aud n favorable locality se- 
lected, tho hunteis. would erect two lines 
of fence, stalling them about tour feet 
apart and continuing parallel for some 
distance, then diveiglng until the ter- 
minals were several hundred yards 
apart. These fences wero htiong and 
high enough at tbo aj ex of tbe tuangle 
to securely rostrum the wild hoi pea from 
biealnng tbi^n down when crowded into 
llio inclosure. Tho fence completed, tlie 
hunters, all well mounted, would start 
out to locate a b.ind ol the troublesome 
mustangs. 
When the objects of their 


seaich were sighted, the hunters grouped 
together, and the order of Iho "dme" 
WIIF decided upun. 
One of the paity 


stalled out on the ti.iil of tho baud of 
wild horses, close onouf-li to keep them 
constantly moving. This did not le 
quire as iimcb exertion as might bo sup- 
posed, aa the wild nniiujlii would dash 
oil at full speed, bnfc would seldom con- 
tinue any great dittauco in a .straight 
liae, usually tmuiug and circling so 
that tho "driver" could, by "cutting 
the angles," keep the band moving 
without having to travel half the dis- 
tance covered by the wild horses. 


In two hours or so the first "driver" 


would be relieved by a fresh man and 
horse, the whole party thus takiug turns 
at keeping the wild horses on tho move. 
The main object was to so fatigue the 
game as to wear out tho ainuialb, ren- 
dering their capture comparatively easy. 


Thus hour alter hour tho wild horses 


would havo a tireless pursuer hanging 
on thoir trail. Tuin which wjy they 
would, be their pace swift or slow, the 
solitary horseman evei followed them 
ns faithfully as then shadows. 
Night 


brought them no rus-t, as the "drives" 
wore made during the fullot tho moon, 


tho second day tho drivers would bo 


kept on duty for short intervals, so that 
thoy might pu^ the now jaded wild 
animals. All of the pursuers would 
now assemble, and one after another 
tarn the flight of tho wild animals until 
they would have them running in a cir- 
cle, 
the pursuers taking stations at reg- 


ular distances. Then began the final 
'roundup." One man would dash aft- 
er tho band and ch.iso them to his near- 
est companion in that direction, when 
that man would diivo them as rapidly 
as possible to tho ne.\t, and so on mound 


cuclo, eaeh driver having a shorter 


and still shoiter distance to rid«, until 
;he band had completed the entire cir- 
cle. Steadily the circles were lessened, 
and the horses were worked towaid tho 
open space between the outer lines of 
;ho corral. 


If there weie any choice animals in 


:he band and anyone desired to capture 
them, this would be his oppoitnii'ty. It 
was the most interesting penod uf tho 
drive. The sinking, kicking, reaiing, 
plunging, squealing and biting of the 


"d horse when first lassoed are de- 


eciibed by those who bavs witnessed 


h scenes as moot exciting. After ono 


la'sp had been successfully cast a sec- 
ond is thrown about the neck of the ani- 
mal, 
and the lassos were then drawn in 


opposite diiectious, holding the strug- 
gling captive securely between its two 
captors. 
By this means it would ho 


anally forced into submission. 


This work completed, tho baud would 


be rapidly forced into the inclosure, the 
driveis closing up the rear and urging 
the weuricd animals into the corral un- 
til they were crowded compactly to- 
;el,her, with no hope of escape except 
thiough tho narrow lane, where ceitaiii 
death awaited them. Jleii armed with 
strong speaia stood on each side of this 
narrow opening, and as the animals 
ivcre crowded thiough it received its 
coup de grace. 


The conditions of the couutiy have 


changed vastly. The autelopo and tho 
elk have gone, tho wild cattle have been 
forced into tho mountains, and only a 
few of them remain evou there. This 
is also trae of tho wild hoiso. The wild 
aorso, however, is not as yet wholly ex- 
tinct in California. Those now found 
iu this state arc, so tar as I have been 
able to learn, coutined to the regions of 
Mount Whitney and Mount William- 
son.—Sim Francisco Chionicle.

A copper wire a half 
mile long \v;is hung on poles on the coast 
near Cardiff, tho earth completing the 
jiicuit. Six hundred yards away an- 
ither wiro 000 yards long and parallel 
vith the original lino was buried in the 
aand at tho low water mark. Morethau 
three milos ofif on Flat Holme island 
another wire, also GOG yards and par- 
illel, was laid down. An alternating 
current, controlled hy a Morse key, waa 
sent through the first wire. Tho signals 
were reproduced in the wiro on tho is- 
anct and read by a pair of telephones. 
Messages wore easily sont. Similar ex- 
periments at 5Vo miles were partly sac- 
cessful. 
Tho human voice was easily 


transmitted hy tho same means lii 
miles. 


Preece's critics contend that tho re- 


sults wore duo to conduction through 
tho earth. 
Ho maintains that the re- 


sults were due to electromagnetic in- 
duction of tbo rapidly alternating cnr- 
rent in tho primary circuit, throwing 
the snrroanding ether into oscillations, 
and tho energy was radiated in electric 
waves. These waves, ho says, spread 
out like waves of light, and i£ they fall 
on conductors properly placed and sym- 
pathetically prepared are reconverted 
into an. alternate current in the second- 
ary circuit. Enthusiasts on the subject 
argue that we are fast getting on tho 
track of the secret which, when secured, 
will enable us to communicate with

recently been made with extraordi- 
nary cure and precision, rendered 
practicable by means of superior in- 
struments in hands most experienced 
and expert, show tlie existence in the 
Pacific of a trough or basin ol! extraor- 
dinary depth and extent along the 
east coast of Japan and tlie Kurile 
islands, and tinder the Kuro Shvo, 
or Japan or black stream, the basiii 
exceeding any similar depression yet 
found in any other region of tho 
great ocean. 


In a run of SO miles after leaving 


the pua^t of Japan, the surveying 
offioi rs foi tl e proposed transpacific 
telegraph cable found that the waters 
deepened more than 1,ROO fathoms, 
and upon tho next cast of the lead 
the wire broke after some 4,643 fath- 
oms ]iad been rmi out without bot- 
tom havvng been reached. The depth 
of the deepest cast, which was 3j 
ifliles, being the deepest watei yel 
found, is remaiked as biifticient to 
hold two mountains as high as Ja- 
pan's gH'fCnru&iyama, one on top ol 
theothoi, and then the saminit 01 
the highest would be nruiy two 
thirds of a mile under -water.—New 
York San.
